a horrible death last Friday after- 
noon. He was sawing lumber von his 
farm, trying out a new circular saw 
and he had been engaged in carrying 
awav slabs when one of the pieces 
caught in the saw and threw him 
aeainst the revolving blade and both 
legs were severed, the right close to 
the body and the left one near the 
ankie. " The body was thrown far 
from the saw and though Dr. W. E. 
\Volf, of Arendtsville. and Dr. J. EL 
Hildebrand. of Biglerville, were im- 
mediately summoned, death followed 
before either- physician arrived. Mr. 
Lawver had lived on the farm about 
ten years and prospered and was 
aged 49 years, 10 months and 15 days.
